TERMINAL TO BE IN BROADWAY. 


New York, Dec. 11.—[Special.]—A. J. Cas- 
satt, President of the Pennsylvania rall- 


f road, confirmed today the announcement 
with her. 


that the Pennsylvania railroad would build 
a tunnel under the Hudson River instead 
of a North River bridge in order to secure an 
entrance into this city and to connect with 
the Long Island railroad. | 
In addition to this important decision the 
Pennsylvania company awarded contracts 
amounting to over $1,000,000 for building a 
bridge over the Raritan River and for a tun- 
nel which will do away with the famous 
horse shoe curve in the Alleghenies. 
Enters City at Thirty-third Street. 
The tunnel will cross under the North 
River so as to touch this city at Thirty- 
third street, and continue in an easterly di- 
rection so as to enter a large underground 
station that is to be constructed in the block 
bounded by Thirty-second street, Seventh 
avenue, Thirty-third street, and Bighth av- 
enue, and in a part of the biock bounded by 


Eighth and Ninth avenues. 
From the underground station the tunnel 
10 to proceed east, nearly along the line of 


River to Queens, connecting with the Long 
for two railway 


East of the undergrourid station in Man- 
hattan there will be four tracks and under 
the Bast River each track will be in a 
separate tunnel, so that there will be four 
tunnels under the East River. The Lo 
Island railway will have the use of two 
of the tracks running on the line of Thirty- 
third street’ and will have an individual sta- 
tion at 49 and 51 West Thirty-third street, 
just east of Broadway. 

The Pennsylvania and the Long Island 
railroad companies will have joint use of 
the large underground station at Thirty- 
third street and Seventh avenue. The tun- 
nel under the North River will bring the 


Pennsylvania railroad into the heart of New 


York City and give easy and direct com- 
munication with Long Island. By means of 
a bridge near Ward's Island and another 
connecting railroad, the trains of the Penn- 
sylvania system can be run to the tracks 
of the New York, New Haven, and Hart- 
ford railroad and into New England. 


Tells of Tunnel Plan. 

The official announcement of the new tun- 
nel project was made public today by Pres- 
ident Cassatt says: — 

“ The Long Island Extension railroad com- 

pany will withdraw its application for powers 
to construct its terminal road, and in lieu of 
such independent construction it is now pro- 
posed to build a through underground con- 
nection between the Long Island railroad 
and the Pennsylvania lines in New Jersey, 
and to construct a proper and commodious 
joint underground terminal! station in New 
York City for the Pennsylvania and Long 
Island roads. 
»The line, as adopted, will traverse the 
City of New York from the Hudson River to 
the Bast River, and.be under ground through- 
out and at such depth as not to interfere 
with the future construction of subways 
by the city on all its avenues, similar to the 
one now building along Fourth avenue. 

“As the railroad will be wholly under 
ground and operated electrically, in the 
same manner as the recently constructed 
Orleans railway extension in Paris, it will 
not be objectionable in any way. 


Bight of Way Being Secured. 

“The company has acquired the bulk of 
its property for its principal station, and 
means to go forward in the acquisition of 
such additional properties as will be re- 
quired, either by purchase.or condemna- 
tion.”’ 

Douglas Robinson of the Stuyvesant Real 
Estate company said today that that cor- 
poration hed made all arrangements to 
transfer all the property now desired by the 
Pennsylvania railroad for its proposed union 
terminal station at Broadway and Thirty- 
fourth street to the railroad, and that should 
other property be needed the Stuyvesant 
Real Estate company stood ready to buy it 
at a fair price. 

A railroad company, which includes among 
its directors officials of the Pennsylvania 
and Long Island railroad companies, was in- 
corporated today in Albany. The name is 
the Pennsylvania-New York Extension rail- 
road company, and its capital stock is 
$1,000,000. 


—The Pennsylvania railroad company award- 
ed contracts today for extensive improve- 
ments to its system aggregating over $1,000,- 
000. The contracts are for building a four- 
track stone arch bridge over the Raritan 
River at New Brunswick, awarded to H. 8. 
Kerbaugh, incorporated, of Philedeiphia, 
and for driving a new tunnel through the 
crest of the Alleghanies at Gallitzin to H. F. 
Brendlinger, also of Philadelphia. Thistun- 
nel will do away with the celebrated Horse- 
shoe Curve of the Alleghantes. 

The bridge over the Raritan River will be 
about 1,500 feet long, 57 feet wide, and will 
be composed of twenty-one stone arches. 

The new tunnel at Gallitzin will be 3,000 
feet long and will be located about eighty 
feet from the present tunnel at that point.

restrictions of corporal punishment it some- 
times was necessary for teachers to adopt 
means somewhat out of the ordinary, and 
dismissed the case. 

Mrs. Goff also charged that the defendant 
teachers had given her boy a black eye, but 
the testimony showed that this disfigure- 
ment was caused by George Adams, li years 

old, another pupil, who had come to the 
rescue of his teacher when Williams sought 
to fight against chastisement. 


Would Shoot Paper Wads. 

According to Miss Lee the Williams boy 
was a disturbing elemeht in the school. 
Shooting paper wads at pupils, and defying 
the authority of the teacher were other 
matters causing complaint in addition to that 
which brought forth the attempt at gagging. 

“This boy,” said Miss Lee to the court, 
“has been my most trying pupil. He has a 
habit of talking out loud in school, and de- 
lights in shooting paper wads at other pupils. 
Three days ago he came into the schoolroom 
and tracked mud all over the floor. After 
I rang the bell for order he commenced 
talking out loud. I told him to keep quiet, 
but he did not heed my warning. | : 

1 commanded him to go home, but he 
refused. Then it was that I tried to lift him 
from his seat, and he tried to strike me. At 
this time George Adams, one of my best 
pupils, came to my rescue. Williams kicked 
him first, and then the lad who had befriend- 
ed me struck him, causing that black eye:

“ While the boys were fighting I called for 
assistance from Miss Jelison, who teaches 
in the room next to mine. When I told her 
what was the matter she said she hada plan 
to quiet the boy. This was to insert a towel 
in his mouth. Miss Jellson held the boy while 
I tried to put the towel in his mouth and 
tie it there. Finally we sent him home.“ 

Several witnesses testified that George 
Williams was a mischievous boy and the jus- 
tice dismissed the case, after having ad- 
ministered a reprimand to the boy.

Will Take Sixth and Seventh Floors 
and Part of the Eighth—Four Other

The Chicago Board of Education voted 
last night to lease the entire sixth and sev- 
enth floors and a portion of the eighth floor 
of the new Tribune Building for a term of ten 
years. The details of the lease, as recom- 
mended by the Buildings and Grounds com- 
mittee, were accepted without a dissenting 
vote. 

Next April, therefore, the Board of Educa- 
tion offices will be transferred from their 
present location in the Schiller Building to 
the new Tribune Building at Dearborn and 
Madison streets. 


Amount of Floor Space. 

The terms of the lease provide for an an- 
nual rental of $32,500, and the amount of 
space to be occupied is 28,935 square feet. The 
floors will be divided into office rooms ac- 
cording to the plans of the School board. 
The lease provides for all possible accofhoda- 
tions of modern construction and service 

Four other bids were before the board 
One of the strongest features which carried 
the decision in favor of The Tribune Build- 
ing was the lighting facilities. The archi- 
tects who planned the structure have so 
arranged it that there will not be a dark 
corner in any of the rooms. The board was 
anxious to secure a large floor space without 
occupying more than two or three stories. 


Mutual Life Company Lease, 

Simultaneously with the acceptance by the 
School board of quarters in the new Tribune 
Building came the closing of a contract by 
which the Mutual Life Insurance company 
of New York secures offices in the same 
building. The Mutual Life company takes 
the south half of the second, or banking, 
floor, and will be quartered there in the 
spring. The Union Trust Company Bank 
some time ago closed a lease for the north | 
halt of the banking floor of the building, and 
now the Mutual Life company becomes its 
neighbor. The Chicago general offices of the 
company are now in the Tacoma Building.

Attorney Arthur Wheeler Tells Equal- 
* {gers Property Is Not Nearly Worth 
What Market Figures Seem to Show

Springfield, III., Dec. 11.—{Special.]—The 
committees of the State Board of Equaliza- 
tlon on town and city lots and farm lands 
have practically deéided that there shall be 
no inerease in the Cook County assessments, 
and lands will figure around $32 an acre. 

The Railroad committee held an executivo 
meeting, but the Capital Stock committee 
opened its doors to hear Arthur Wheeler of 
‘the Chicago Telephone company. 

Mr. Wheeler came here to protest against 
another such assessment as was made 
‘against his peoplé by the board under the 
recent court decision. This assessment wis 
on a basis of a capitalization of $5,000,000, 
and the board decided that the value of the 
property was $8,000,000. 

Now thé company’s capitalization is §7,- 
000,000, and if the same ratio is followed 
this time the assessment will be almost $40, - 
000,000. Mr. Wheeler desired to have the 
board understand that the property was not 
worth this for taxing purposes, 

The speaker made a strong argument 
against the proposition to assess capital 
stock on the basis of market quotations. 
The majority of the stock in his company, 
he said, was held by the Bell Telephone peo- 
ple, and almost all of it was held as an in- 
vestment. 

Concerning the value of the franchise of 
his company Mr. Wheeler called attention to 
the fact that telephone competition was not 
only possible but probable at all times, that 
the company enjoyed no exclusive privileges, 
and that it was — 4 — paying a franchise 
tax to the eity for such privileges as it en- 
joyéed. Mr. Wheeler did not fix a valuation 
on the company’s property.

Only Jewels 6f the Kind Known to 
History Putchaséd by Millftonaires 
in the United state Two of Them 
Have an Individual History as Far 
Back as 1642, When They Were 
Brought from India and 801d to 
‘King Louis XIV. of Franée. 


New York, Dec. 11.—[{Special.]—Five hun- 
dred and forty thousand dollars for three 
Christmas presents—and all three may be 
carried in the palm of tle hand! These are 
the gifts of three American millionaires to 
three American women. 

The three presents are the only blue dia- 
monds known to Ristory. Two of them, at 
least, have an individual history dating 
back to 1642, when the great blue diamond 
Was brought to Europe from India by Tav- 
erhier. It was afterwards cut into three 
pieces. 

The most famous jewel of the three is 
the Hope diamond recently purchased in 
London by Joseph Frankel’s Sons of New 
York for an American whose name ts kept 
from the public. he price paid is stated 
to be $250,000.

Hope Diamond a Famous Gem. 

The history of the Hope diamond began 
in 1642, when it is first recorded as the 
treasure of an Indian potentate, in the days 
When enormous jewels were plentiful with 
such Princes. It was a rough stone then, 
weighing 112% carats.

on one of his tours through the Hast, saw 
and purchased it. He brought it back to

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OMAHA COMPANY GIVES UP 


RECEIVER NOW IN CHARGE OF 
LOAN AND TRUST AFFAIRS. 


Liabilities Are Large and Stockholders 
4 Expect to Get Nothing When Final 


Settlement Comes — Debenture 
Bonds for Big Sum Held in the East— 
Realty Collapse Is Blamed for the 
Shrinkage in Value of Assets of the 
Institution. 


— 


Omaha, Neb., Dec. 11.—On application of 
William Wallace, Judge Fawcett, in the 
District Court, late this afternoon, appointed 
William K. Potter receiver for the Omaha 
Loan and Trust company, and fixed his bond 
at $100,000. Edgar H. Scott was named as 
attorney for the receiver. 

As soon as the appointment was made the 
receiver qualified on the bond and took pos- 
session. The application was made by Mr. 
Wallace as a director in the company, and 
as proponent he gave a bond of $100,000, with 
Guy C. Barton and C. H. Brown as sureties. 

No official statement was filed with the ap- 
plication for a receiver, but Mr. Wallace’s 
attorneys are authority for the statement 
that the company has outstanding deben- 
ture bonds of $350,000; it is guarantor for 
about $4,500,000 of its loans, and it has a 
paid-up capital stock of $500,000. 


Value of Assets Not Known. 
The assets are still somewhat indefinite. 
The better part of them are represented by 
$1,100,000 of real estate taken on foreclosure, 
which is the book value of the property. 
About 700,000 of this amount is covered 


by what are known as “straw mortgages,” 


which are included in the list of guaranteed 
loans. These straw mortgages’ do not 
represent anything of an irregular charac- 
ter, but are mortgages used by large trust 
companies to avoid carrying a large amount 
2 ** property that ties up working cap- 
tal. 

This leaves about $400,000 of real estate 
on book value to cover the debenture bonds 


-and any actual liability which exists on the 


guaranteed loans. 

It is not believed by any of the directors 
that the stockholders will realize anything 
out of the capital stock. 

Several years ago about $350,000 of mort- 
gages were placed on Omaha suburban prop- 
erty, which has not proved all that was ex- 
pected of it, and this load the trust company 
hes been carrying. The failure to realize 
on them is given as the real cause of the 
present financial distress of the company.

OFF 70 IDENTIFY STOKES 


LOCAL CLERK RUSHED TO NEW 
YORK ON STAMP CASE. 


Postofice Inspector Stuart Arrives 
| from the East and Sends Back Fred- 
orie O. Spalding of Finance Divis- 
ton by Fast Train—Report That Lat- 
ter Can Produce Damaging Evi- 
@ence Against Suspect—Police Say 
They Failed to Receive Credit. : 


One of the most significant acts of Post- 
office Inspector Stuart after his return from 
New York yesterday was to seek out Fred- 
eric O. Spalding, a clerk in the finance di- 
vision of the general Postoffice, and send

ina week. The letter gave a street and num- 
ber. 

Chief O’ Neill gave the letter to Lieutenant 
Rohan with instructions to work the case 
up carefully. Much to the Chief's disgust, 
the Lieutenant, it appears, at once handed 
the letter to Colonel Stuart at the latter's. 
request. Stuart then set out for New York, 
and the result was the capture. 

The Chief reproved Rohan for giving the 
letter to the government officers. 

* They would give us no information,“ he 
sald, though 1 gave up days and weeks 
of my time to help them capture Emma 
Goldman, and eventually succeeded. There 
were letters addressed to her, and when I 
called up Inspector Stuart to find what was 
in them he would not tell me.” 


REHEARING FOR TRACK RAISING. 


Supreme Court Reopens Jackson Case a 
Second Time on Question of 
Street Depression. 


Springfield, III., Dec. 11.—[Special.]—The 
Supreme Court today . another re- 
hearing in the Jackson case, which has to do 
with the elevation of railway tracks. For 
the second time the court reverses former 
action, and it will again hear the claim. 
Similar action is taken in the case of Esther 
Loneran. 

At the April term of the Cook County 
Circuit Court John Jackson recovered dam- 
ages against the City of Chicago for injury 
occasioned by the elevation of the tracks 
of the Northwestern railroad. The city ap- 
pealed, and Justice Boggs wrote an opinion 
against the cont@ntion of the city. A re- 
hearing was aeked and the doctrine of the 
city’s right to exercise police power in order- 
ing the elevation of railroad tracks was 
dwelt upon. A majority of the court decided 
to hear the case again, and in a secand 
opinion it was held that the city was not 
liable for damages. 

Jackson filed a petition for another rehear- 
ing on the ground that the Supreme Court 
had not given proper consideration to the 
effect of the lowering of the street in front 
of Jackson’s property. It was pointed out 
that the lowering of the street grade after 
the tracks had been elevated was not neces- 
gary to the protection of life, and that in 
lowering the grade the city was only con- 
sulting its own convenience. 

After considering the petition the court 
decides that it will give the matter another 
hearing, but no opinion was filed and no 
expression given concerning the cause for the 
change. Justices Boggs and Magruder have 
held all along that the city was Mable for 
lowering the grade of the street and in the 
last case they dissented.

IN CHICAGO JULY 15, 1902. 


Minahan of Ohio Elected Presi- 
dent After a Sharp 
Contest. 


WOMEN NOT TO BE BARRED. 


Cincinnati, O., Dec. 12, 8 a. m.—[{Special. ]— 
The American Federation of Catholic So- 
cletles was perfected here yesterday and 
last night. A constitution was adopted and 
T. B. Minahan of Columbus, O., was elected 
President. The new federation holds its 
first regular national convention in Chicago 
on July 15, 1902. : 

It is believed that the new federation will 
have a million Catholics on its rolls the first 


year. 
Up to last night the proposal to organize 
all the Catholic societies of the United States 
into one great federation did not include 
the membership of women. The constitution 
as reported did not admit women, but the 
convention took up the matter and voted 
to admit them. 


Contest Over Offices. 

The contest over the offices prolonged last 
night’s session until after midnight. Ata 
late hour last night the committee reported 
the following nominations: 

President—T. B. Minahan, Ohfo. 

Vice Presidents—L. J. Kaufman, New Jersey;

After several motions to adjourn and other 
dilatory proceedings had been defeated, bal- 
loting began.

Judge Fitzgerald of Brooklyn presented 
the report on the constitution early in the 
morning and the constitution was not adopt- 
ed until tonight. Among those participat- 
ing in the discussion were Bishops Messmer 


and McFaul, the Presidents of State or- 
ganizations, and the officers of different 
| societies. 


Basis of the Federation. 


The federation has had a provisional coh- 
stitution the last year, and with it as a 
) basis the leaders of the federation compiled 

the constitution which was adopted today, 
which provides more fully for a working 
centralized power without interfering with 
the autonomy of any societies that affiliate. 
with it. 

The basis of representation is two dele- 
/ gates from each local society, and the same 
ratio carried on up from parish to county 
and from county to State, and from State 
to the national organization. ; 

Before any county or State federation can 
act in a matter affecting even one county 
only, it must have the indorsement of the 
executive council of the American feder- 
ation. While the standing committees on 
law, organisation, arbitration, the press, 
and other matters have important work as- 
signed them, the main authority is vested 


Ample Resources Provided. 


Provision is made for ample resources with 
an initiation fee of $5 for societies and a 
per capita tax. No State is to have the 
Presidency for more than two successive 
years. 

The following sections are given in full: 

The objects of the American Federation 
of Catholic Societies are the cementing of

General Chaffee Sen the Death

Washington, D. C., Dec. 11,—Cannibalism 
has appeared in the varied list of crimes 
charged against Filipinos by American mili- 
tary courts. According to the record of a 
court-martial Gonvened in the Department of 
the Viscayas, P. I., which has been received 
at the War department, Raymundo Fonte, a 
native, found his working companion, Libe- 
rato Benliro, sleeping in his (Fonte’s) boat. 
Fonte became enraged, killed the slumber- 
ing man with a blow of an oar, and, accord- 
ing to his own gonfession, cooked and ate 
part of the body. He was sentenced to be 
hanged at Capi, Panay, on the 18th inst. 


Death Sentence Commuted. 
A band of Tulisanes, armed with bolos, 
rifles, and daggers, killed eleven members 
of the Echevarria family at Naro, Masbate, 


on Aug. 14, 1900, for the sole reason that the 


victims were Spaniards. Two members of 
the band were brought to trial and were sen- 
tenced to be hanged.

GERMANY WARNED 
AGAINST AMERICA 


Agrarian Leader Says Europe 
May Be Commercial Pro- 
vince of Republic. 


KAISER’S NAME DRAWN IN 


Social i ist Declares Emperor Wil 
Profit by the Bread 
Usury. | 


TARIFF BILL iN REICHSTAG. 
[BY TO THE 
BERLIN, Dec. 11.—Count von Kanitz, the 


Agrarian leader, declared in the Reichstag 
today that at the present rate Furope will 


become a province of the United States, 


commercially speaking. America, he de- 
clared, was being enriched at the expense 
of Europe. 

“The American predominance in com- 
merce,” said the Agrarian leader,, is a 
danger to Europe, and it is quite possible 
that a few American millionaires may buy 
our commercial] fleet. In that case German 
Captains and seamen would be in the pay 
of the United States. A tariff war with 
this country would be impossible because 
the United States sells us far more than 
she buys from us.” 


Favors the New Tariff. 

Count von Kanitz made the foregoing 
declarations while speaking in favor of the 
adoption of the new tariff bill. He said that 
the present status of commercial relations 
between Germany and the United States 
was quite unsatisfactory and that the Sara- 
toga treaty of 1891 was the sorriest achieve- 
inent ever scored by German diplomacy. 
He said that shaping of Germany's com- 
inercial relations with America will be the 


most important task before the country for 
the next decade.” 


In conelusion Count von Kanite quoted 
the historian Mommsen’s opinion that the 
Roman empire owed its decay to the grad- 
val annihilation of the peasant classes. 


Kaiser’s Name In. 

Herr Singer, the Social Democratic leader, 
retaliated that the decay of Rome was not 
due to the annihilation of the peasants, but 
to the blood sucking exactions of the landed 
proprietors. He characterized a union of 
industrial and agricultural interests as the 
solidarity of robbers. 

Herr Singer asked if the Emperor and 
the Princes, who are large landholders, 
were willing to bear the stigma of profit- 
ing by “ bread usury,’ which the tariff cer- 
tainly fostered. He did not think that his 
Majesty wished to profit by a hunger 


tax,“ but the bil] had already created hatred 


and excitement in the minds of the masses, 
who were apt to see a sinister connection 
between protection and land ownership. 

The Socialist leader was called to order 
for introducing the name of the Emperor 
into the debate. 

The Minister of Agriculture, General von 
Podbielski, took strong exception to Herr 
Singer’s language. He declared that the 


Social Democrats were trying to undermine 
the government.

. SCHOOL -TRUSTEES REFER BACE 


OF RE-ELECTING. 


QUESTION 


Mr. Keating Denounces the Entire Sys- 
tem as Useless and Expensive, and 
Then Committee’s Recommendation 
Ie Returned—Superintendent Cooley 
Authorized to Open Evening Schools 
on Jan. 12 and Mundie’s Pay Raised 
—Hall Rent Question Withheld. 


The School board last night referred back 
to the School Management committee its 
recommendation to re#lect the teachers of 
drawing, singing, and household arts in the 
elementary schools. 

When the matter came up on a motion to 
postpone the re#lection, Trustee Keating 
spoke, urging the discontinuance of the 
system. 

“I wish to protest against the election of 
these teachers who belong to a department 
as useless as it is expenstve, said Mr. Keat- 
ing. Music teachers who understand their 
business | will join with me in denunciation 
ot the system as it now exists in the schools. 
A music teacher comes around once in six 
weeks, and, instead of helping, disorganizes 
the room. She puts the teacher in an un- 
favorable light before her pupils. | 

I believe that all three of these branches 
—drawing, singing, and domestic science— 
should be discontinued after Jan.-1. It is of 
no use to say we should go on because we 
have the tin pans and pots. It is true of 
this situation that feols rush in where cer- 
tain board members fear to tread. I believe 
we should have no more of these expensive 
follies until the Superintendent has looked 
into the matter | 
methods. 
The question then was referred back. 


Cooley to open twenty-one evening schools 
on Jan. 12 was adopted. Architect W. B. 
Mundie received a handsome Christmas 
present from ‘the board, his salary being 
raised from $6,000 to $8,000. 

One of the most important reports to come 
before the board was withheld. It related 
to the rental price of rooms in school build- 
ings. The Buildings and Grounds committee 
voted to raise the maximum charge of $9 
for an assembly hall in the evening to $15. 
This proved a blow to the hopes of those who 
are planning to use the schools for social 
centers this winter. The fact that it has 
been withheld from final action means their 
wishes will de considered by the committee. 

The charge of $9 was based on three items 
—heat $3, light $8, extra service of engineer 
$3. Theincrease was recommended because 
in some schools $38 does not pay for the heat- 
ing. An.increase of $6, however, is con- 
sidered by those who are working in the 
interest of social centers, exorbitant. En- 
gineer Waters says $9 will cover the cost in 
some schools. The recommendation for an 
advance was made on the basis that the 
board should have interest on the money in- 
vested in assembly-rooms. 

Those who are’seeking to make the schools 
neighborhood centers point to the fact that 
the schools are the property of the people, 
and that it is not necessary to make them 
pay interest on their own investments. 


BREWERY COMBINE WINS CASE. 


Judge Kohlsaat Holds That Its Title to 
the Star Company's Plant 
| Is Valid. | 
The so-called ‘‘ brewery trust won an im- 
portant victory in the United States Circuit 
Court yesterday when Judge Kohlsaat held 
that the United Breweries company holds 
legal title to the plant of the old Star Brew- 
ery company, 1131 Fulton street. Patrick H. 
Rice and other officers of the latter concern 
also claimed ownership. | 
By barring out all testimony calculated to 
show that the plaintiff has a. trust in re- 
straint of trade the deed Which transferred 
the property from the defendant to the 
United Breweries company was held to be 
the best proof of the title of the latter. It 
was on this deed alone that the plaintiff rest- 
ed its case, and as no proof was presented 
that this paper was irregular the jury was 
instructed to find for the plaintiff. | 
The United Breweries company was in- 
corporated under the laws of New Jersey 
with capital stock of about $6,000,000. The 
Star Brewery company was one of thirteen 
plants in Cook County brought under the 
control of the new corporation. Patrick H. 
Rice, President of the Star concern, was 
made manager of the Fulton street plant, but 
at the end of two years was removed. This 
was the beginning of trouble in the courts 
Mr. Rice protested that he had been brought 
into the new corporation in ignorance of its 
real character.

TALKS ON TIME AND TIDE 


NOTED ASTRONOMER SAYS EARTH 
IS MOVING SLOWER. 


Sir Robert Ball, Professor at Cam- 
bridge, England, Speaks at Stude- 
baker Hall on His First Visit to 
Chicago—Revolution of Earth Was 
Once Every Six Hours, but Moon Is 
Edging Away, Affecting Ocean Tides 
—Praise for American Science, 


After many years spent between visual 
visits to the planets as an astronomer and 
actual visits to many countries in the in- 
terests of science, Sir Robert Ball, professor 
of astronomy at the University of Cam- 
bridge, England, and one of the most dis- 
tinguished physicists and astronomers in 
Europe, visited Chicago yesterday for the 
first time. 

Sir Robert arrived early in the morning, 
took luncheon at the Quadrangle club of the 
university, was a guest at an afternoon re- 
ception at Kelly Hall, and spoke on Time 
and Tide at Studebaker Hall in the inter- 
ests of the University Lecture association in 
the evening. He left last night for Daven- 
port, Ia. The eminent scientist was here 
long enough, however, to find that some of 
his rarest photographs of the large spiral 
nebule, which he had obtained a short time 
ago in England, has been rendered out of 
date by recent photographs taken at the 
Yerkes observatory. 

The lecture delivered by Sir Robert at 
the Studebaker dealt with scientific expla- 
nation of the tides and the age of the earth. 


‘Tides Hamper Earth’s Motion. 
The washing of the ocean tides is ham- 
pering the movement of the earth each 
year,” said the speaker. The earth ts 
like a top. It might spin on without los- 
ing a second were it not for influences of 
the air and like forces. Four million years 
ago the earth was spinning around once 
every twenty-three hours instead of every 
twenty-four. We can go still further back 


and find that the earth was once making 


its revolutions every six hours. All this we 
draw from our knowledge of the little rip- 
ples of the ocean. The tides depend upon 
the moon, and at the period when the moon 
was closer to us the tides were much 
stronger. For centuries the moon has been 
edging away. 

Next to the fixed stars the most inter- 
esting sights to the astronomers at present 
are the spiral nebule. From the time when 
the nebule were first scoffed at by those 
who thought the vision of the astronomers 
was impaired, until a few years ago, when 
it was thought that spiral nebule were rare 
in the heavens, great activity has prevailed 
among astronomers in discovering these 
sights in the heavens. Through our im- 
provement in apparatus we have reason to 
belleve we may soon see 120,000 new ne- 
bule.”’ 


First Visit in Chicago. 


In the receiving line at Kelly Hall yester- 
day afternoon were Miss Susan Peabody, 
head of Kelly Hall, Professor and Mrs. 
George E. Hale, Professor and Mrs. Ed- 
mund J. James, and Mr. Horatio Waite.

This is 
my first sight of Chicago and I look for- 
ward to seeing much. We hear much about 
Chicago in England. 

“The work of American scientists is re- 
markably fine. America is now doing the 
best work in astronomy of any country. 
The research in all branches of science is 
vigorous and the opportunities vast.“ 


TRUE BILLS IN STRIKE CASES. 


Burkhauser, Allis-Chalmers’ Machinist, 
Accused of Manslaughter; Wilson, 
Picket, of Intimidation. 


Two indictments were voted yesterday in 
cases growing out of the Allis-Chalmers 
strike. Andrew Burkhauser, a non-union 
machinist, was accused of manslaughter, 
growing out of the shooting by him of Fer- 
dinand W. Trapp, a union picket, on Nov. 
20. A true bill was voted against Robert. 
Wilson, a union picket, charged with in- 
timidation by threats by Joseph R. Smith, a 
non-union workman. The only connection 
between the two cases is that they were out- 
growths of the same strike. 

The evidence in the Burkhauser case is 
said to have beem conflicting. Burkhauser, 
according to some of the evidence, was at- 
tacked at 407 California avenue by some 
strikers, and is said to have been knocked 
down before he fired the shot which killed 
Trapp. Others claimed that Burkhauser 


fired first.

Reading the Complaint. 

When the court opened Attorney Reeves 
began to read the bill of complaint. It set 
forth that Stevenson, a lace manufacturer 
of Nottingham, England, with a business 
paying $20,000 a year, was induced to move 
his plant to Zion City. He was to receive 
$50,000 in cash and $100,000 in non-assess- 
able paid-up stock.

The two were mar- 
ried, and Stevenson agreed to give his bride 
a present of $50,000.. This necessitated a new 
agreement, and on the night of Aug. 8, 1900, 
the Dowie family met at Zion to sign it. 

The family party, including Attorney Sam- 
uel W. Packard, talked over the matter until 
midnight, when all the details were ar- 


ranged. 


Dowie took a contract from Attorney 
Packard, signed it, and handed it over to 
Stevenson. - He says he supposed it to be 
the one agreed upon during the discussion 
of the evening, which was the same as the 
first one, save that it included on his part a 
$50,000 gift to his wife. He picked it up to 
read it, so the story goes, but Dowie at- 
tracted his attention to another subject 
and Stevenson signed. No sooner had he done 
so than Attormey Packard, it is alleged, 
leaned across the table, took the contract, 
and put it in an envelope. 

The next y Mr, and Mrs. Stevenson 
etarted for rope. When they returned 
and he got a chance to read the contract he 
says he found that he had agreed to take 
$100,000 of common stock instead of paid- 
up stock and“had agreed not to take from 
Dowie the $50,000. This money was to be 
the property of Mrs. Stevenson, but Dowie 
was to act as trustee. Key 

‘When the Bill of complaint had been read 
Attorney Packard rose to read the reply. He 
recited a denial of the charges of Stevenson, 
and alleged that Dowie had avanced $39,000 
to Stevenson to pay off some of the debts 
against his factories in Nottingham. 


Dowie Appears in Court. 

In the afternoog Stevenson was put on the 
stand. He told of his business life in Not- 
tinham, of his letters to Dowie, and how he 
was induced to come to America. While he 
was telling his story a disturbance was 
heard, and in walked Dowie. As he walked 
down the aisle Judge Tuley leaned forward 
and watched him. The crowd was on tip- 
toe. 

For a time Dowle eat and listened. Then 
came the first legal tilt. Attorney Reeves 
wanted to introduce letters which showed 
the good character of Stevenson, and At- 
torney Packard objected. Letters between 
Dowie and Stevenson had been read, and 
Attorney Reeves ‘demanded that these go as 
evidence.

FLOOD FROM BROKEN VOTES DOWN BRIDLE PATH 


sou TH PARK BOARD HEEDS PROP- 
 ERTY-HOLDERS. | 


Marked Opposition Develops to Plan 
for a Four-Foot Strip in Grand 
Boulevard to Be Used Exclusively 
by Equestrians—Judge Stein Heads 
the Protesting Delegation — More 
Lights for Roadway to McKinley 
Park—Track Elevation Referred. 


There will be no bridle path along Grand 
boulevard. The South Park Commission 
settled the question definitely yesterday by 
voting down the proposition. 


For four hours water spouted from the 
damaged pipe and before the flow would be 
stopped streets in the district bounded by 
Canalport avenue, Twenty-first, Halsted, 
and Johnson streets were inundated, the 
water in the basements of abutting bulld- 
ings reaching a depth of seven feet. 

The break occurred about 8 o’clock, and 
was first discovered by four prisoners con- 
fined in the basement of the Canaiport Ave- 
nue Police Station. e water poured in 
upon them in a torrent and fearing drowning 
they shouted frantically for help. Desk Ser- 
geant Patrick Joyce released them, and, 
rushing into the street, saw a geyser. He 
at once notified the Ashland avenue pumping 
station, but according to police report the 
water was not shut off until sevéral hours 
later. 

A call was sent for the Fire department, 
and several engines were put to work pump- 
ing water into the sewer. Its force tore up 
the pavement for a distance of six feet, and 
other streets were flooded to the level qf the 
curb. Pupils of the Waish School, Twentieth 
and Johnson streets, were d during 
the morning. 

Some of the estimated losses are: The 
city, $10,000; Klein Bros., dry goods dealers, 
$5,000; Chicago Télephone company, $100; 
occupants of houses in Canalport avenue, 
$2,000; owners of property in Canalport ave- 
nue, $5,000; merchants in Haisted street, 
south of Canalport avenue, $5,000, 

The flood caused great suffering among 
many poor families living in basements. 
Half-clad women and children stood shiver- 
ing in the streets until given shelter by the 
police and neighbors. Those affected were 
indignant because the water was not 
promptly shut off as soon as the pumping 
stations were notified. Superintendent Wal- 
lace of the Water Pipe Extension bureau is 
investigating the matter. 


POSTMASTER’S CASH SHORT: 
WIFE RAISES THE MONEY. 


o. W. Schoenfeldt, with Long Record 
for Honesty, Leaves Home in Morton 
Park—Bondsmen Will Not Prosecute 


After a long and honorable career, includ- 


ing four years in the federal army during | 


the civil war, two terms as a town officer in 
Iowa, and a good reputation in several towns 
in South Dakota, O. W. Schownfeldt, post- 
master of Morton Park, has disappeared, 
charged with being $186 short in his ac- 
counts. When his wife found the federal 
authorities were looking up the case, she 
scraped together what money she could, ap- 
pealed to the bondsmen for help, and made 
good the amount. Her busband is still in 
hiding. 

‘* We do not care to talk much about the 
matter,“ said P. J. Linden, one of the bonds- 
men and Assessor of the Township of Cicero, 
for we have great respect for Mrs. Schoen- 
feldt. She has done nobly in making: good 
the loss, and on her account we will not 
prosecute, but I cannot tell what course 
the government officials will take.“ 

Two years ago Schoenfeldt went to Mor- 
ton Park. He bought a grocery, and was 
appointed postmaster by President McKin- 
ley, eight of the town’s leading citizens going 
on his bonds. His bondsmen believe he gave 
postal notes to meet his biiis, relying on the 
Christmas trade. When he found he was 
going to be short he left town. Schoenfeldt's 
books were in good order, with no attempt to 
hide the loss. His bondsmen regret Schoen- 
feldt did not let them make the amount good 
and keep the matter from the public. They 
claim the postal authorities know where he 
is, but will take no steps in the matter at 
present.

FIVE HEARINGS FOR PUBLIC. 


By a narrow margin, the members of the 
City Couneib's Local Transportation com- 
mittee yesterday determined that the street 
railway companies must grant six rides for 
25 cents as one of the conditions for the ex- 
tension of their franchises. 

This will be one of the chief provisions in 
the ordinance which the committee will pre- 
scnt to the Council next Monday evening as 
embodying the terms under which the fran- 
chise rights of the companies should 59 
extended. | 

After three hours of argument the mem- 
bers who contended for six rides for a quar- 
ter pressed the problem to a vote, and ear - 
ried their point by 5 to 4. This will be the 
limit to which the committee will go in the 


problem for lower fares. Tickets which ars 


to be sold at this rate are to be accepted by 
the companies at any and all times. : 

Other provisions of the outline measure, 
which is ready to be reported, are: 

Compensation to the city shall be a per- 
centage on the gross receipts of the com- 
pany, paid monthly. 

Within the territory bounded by Sixteenth 
street, Halsted street, and Chicago avenue 
the companies shall use tracks and motive 
power jointly. 

Universal transfers shall be provided that 
passengers may be carried from any point 
in the city to any other point for one fare. 

The companies must pave, sprinkle, repair, 
clean, and keep clear of snow the portionsof 
the streets lying within their right of way. 

Franchises: shail be for a period of twenty 
years. 

Provision for ultimate municipal owner- 
ship also shall be incorporated. 

Failure’ of the companies to observe the 
terms of the ordinance shall be ground for 
the forfetture of the franchise. 

That the people may have an opportunity 
to express themselves on the measure which 
the Council may favor, five public hearings 
are to be held in the Council Chamber. 
Four of these will be for representatives of 
civie, trade, and labor organizations, and the 
last for representatives of the street rail- 
ways. Organizations or individuals who 
wish to present arguments are asked to 
communicate at once with Aldermen Ben- 
nett or Secretary Sikes.

Likely to Follow When Children’s 
‘Mothers Work Down-Town.

Day nurseries, like all other charities, are 
likely to meet with abuses, according to the 
testimony of Miss Jane Addams. In anad- 
Areas to the members of the Hul House 
Woman's club yesterday she said women 
sometimes attempted to have their children 
taken care of that they might spend their 
time down-town. The day nursery in this 
way encourages idleness on the part of the 
father and influences the woman to work. 

“We find it necessary to make e rule,” 
gaid Miss Addams, that children be taken 
only when it is necessary for the mother te 
work. In the case of widows or permanently 
deserted women there is no doubt about the 
matter. If the father is sick it is diso right 
to care for the children. But too often we 
are asked to care for children whose fathers 
should be able to support them, but who are 
willing to break up home life and let then 
wives go out to work in order to make if 
easier for themselves.“ 

Miss Addams said the day nursery at Hul 
House was overcrowded and many children 
were turned away. A number of children 
sent there once this fall have, however, been 
kept away since by their parents, who were 
insulted when they found the children had 
been given a much needed bath.

Rheinberger. poser, and for many years 
professor at the Munich 
Conservatory. Though in the second rank 
of contemporary composers, he was a pro- 
Ane writer for voice and instrument, one 
of the best of German teachers, and an or- 
ganist and conductor of acknowledged skill. 
Among his American pupils are G. W. Chad- 
wick and H. W. Parker, who are among 
our best musical scholars and composers. 
Riheinberger’s compositions are numerous 
and are everywhere recognized as scholarly. 
Besides this they have a distinct popular 
pepetation for their melodic beauty. The 
best known of them are the pianoforte quar- 
tet in BD flat (op. 88), which was first brought 
out by Dr. von Billow im 1874; the roman- 
tio opera, Die Sieben Raben ; the over- 
ture to The Taming of the Shrew’; the 
organ coc-certos and sonatas; and the can- 
tates, “Kildrchen auf Eberstein and 
“Toggenburg,”” both of which have been 
performed frequently in this country.

POLE AGAINST PRUSSIAN. 

There was a time in the history of Europe 
when theological differences might disrupt 
a State. The danger that lay then in con- 
Sicting creeds is found now in conflicting 
languages. Bohemia, for , is torn 
Apart by the intern ggle between 
the Ozech and the German; Russian Poland 
has, since the disastrous rebellion of the 
sixties, cherished in secret the language of 

“which the open possession is denied her. 
All these instances, however, of difficul- 
ties caused by the conflict of language with 
lahguage are just now attracting little 
notice compared with the unfortunate spec 
tackle presented by the contending parties 
in the Prussian Province of Posen. Posen

es to Prussia by conquest. Its popu- 


dation is Slavic; its government is Teutonic. 
Its vernacular tongue is Polish; its official 
language is German. The conflict betweon 
the two is perhaps inevitable. The Polos 
have clung to their language as the re- 
maining evidence of their former national 
existence. To them it is a heritage, precious 
and gimost sacred. It means a separateness 
from the rest of the world, a drawing of a 
lime bétween them and others. If that 
separateness is once removed, if that line 
is Once effaced, there is nothing to prevent 
the Polish people of Posen from merging 
with the surrounding Germans and losing 
forever their national identity. This losing 
of mationa) identity, however, is exactly 
what the Prussian authorities ere deter- 
mined to effect. 

They assert with evident sincerity—and 
they ought to understand the situation bet- 
ter than it can be understood here—that 
as long as the Poles speak only their own 
language they will continue to dream of a 
reunited and independent Poland; that 
such a dream is a danger to the fatherland; 
and that the sooner the transition from 
Polish to German is effected the better it 
will be for all parties concerned. According- 
ly, the Prussian government has adopted 
rigorous measutes of the blood-and-iron 
kind, hoping apparently that such measures 
will speedily terminate the situation and 
that Posen will then be in the position of a 
man who has taken a sharp remedy much 
to his discomfort but much also to his per- 
manetit advantage. 

This far-sighted philanthropy has not com- 
mended itself to the Poles. They have met 
Teutonic vigor with Slavic stubbornness.
